In the first place, then, Catholics do not believe that they are bound to 
submit their intellects to the decision of a human institution. They have first 
convinced themselves that the Church to which they pay allegiance and by 
which they are taught the truths of revelation is a divine institution—an un- 
wring messenger from God te them. If, therefore, they submit to a decision 
#¢ the Church, they submit to a decision of a tribunal! which their reason has 
already accepted as unerring. If they were obliged to receive decisions ‘on 
matters of faith, without having been already convinced that such decisions 
were given by a tribunal that could not err, then Catholics would be slaves. 
But there is no possibility of slavery in our position. On the contrary, the 

dignity and liberty of human reason are consulted; for having arrived at 
firm conviction on a certain point, I shall never yield the reason that God 
@ me, except to the decision of a tribunal, which that reason has already 
lecepted as unerring. The man holds the balance in his hand. The scale 
against the doctrine descends, the other ascends. 

Abraham would have erred grievously, if he had offered his son upon 
the mountain, unless absolutely certain of God's stern behest. He never 
would have offered that son upon a probability that God required it. He never 
tuld have sacrificed that s6n upon a message from Almighty God, unless 
telivered by a messenger’ rendered unerring by God; but, having received 
the order, he prepares to offer his son. So with my reason. I will offer it 
imly on the mountain of God. I will offer it only at God's behest; and even 
hen I have only to offer it, not to sacrifice it. Reason, like Isaac, is offered; 
dat reason, like Isaac, is not sacrificed, because there comes in a power that 
mves it. There comes in this decision of this unerring tribunal. Therefore 
the dignity of human reason is only preserved, where the Church is unerring. 
The dignity of human reason is preserved only where a man is certain he 
bers the command of Almighty God through a messenger that cannot de- 
rer a false report.

What Enemies Believe it to be 


Neither is it true, that the Old Church tends to demoralize the individual 
or the national conscience, by her use of that power which God gave to his 
apostles upon the very day of his resurrection, when he said: “Whose sins 
ye shall forgive they are forgiven them.” 

The confessor is simply God's agent, and just as the clergyman, whe 
baptizes the child, washes out the original sin that was upon the soul of 
the child—as the Protestant clergyman, or the layman, or whoever baptises 
the child, washes away this original sin from the soul of the child, doing 1% 
as God's agent—so the priest forgives the actual sin, but only as God's 
The power given to him is a delegated power; he cannot exercise it 
beyond the limits assigned by him who delegated it. 

Now, Almighty God will not forgive a man’s sins without sorrow for 
them and necessary reparation for their effects, and determination to enter 
on a new life. The priest can never forgive the sins of a man who is nod 
truly contrite. The priest has no power over such a soul. If the priest had 
‘this tremendous power to forgive sins as he pleased, then the confessional 
should be abolished in every civilized country. Then it would demoralise any 
people on the face of God’s earth; then it would, indeed, lessen man’s horrom 
of sin. The absurd, the blasphemous position that a man could do what the 
eternal God himself will not do—forgive the sins of a man who is not sarry’ 
i\for them, who will not amend his life and make reparation to property oF 
character for injury done; to suppose this would be, indeed, to suppose all 
that is popularly supposed by Protestants as held in the Catholic doetrine 
of confession. Nor is there any fatal facility of obtaining pardon; because 
the Catholic, in order to obtain pardon, has to do all that the Protestant has 
to do, before he goes to confession at all. He must be sorry for his sin, he 
must purpose amendment, he must go through all these preparations of the 
soul, in order to fit himself for confession!

It is because Protestantism lacks proper balance 
As an ex- 
ample is the controversy now raging in all the prin- 


'dipal Protestant denominations between the Funda- 


mentalists on one hand, and the Modernists (or Liber- 
als) on the other. One must withdraw from this con- 
flict to an independent position before he can tell 
what is wrong—he must view the battle as it were, 
from a detached and exalted height. In other words 
he must get a bird's-eye view of it to understand. 
Then, he will at once perceive that the Fundamental- 
ists are sacrificing Unity for the sake of Orthodoxy; 
while the Liberals are sacrificing Orthodoxy for the 
sake of Unity. Each of the parties is deficient in a 
=e which the other could supply. What prevents 
their reconciliation is that they are removed from the 
Divinely appointed center of Christian life. 

The Fundamentalists insist that they represent 
briginal Protestantism, and, in this, they are possibly 
correct, as far as the intellectual! theory of original 
Protestantism is concerned. Hut Protestantism, once 
having removed from communion with the Catholic 
Church, was delivered over to the influence of forces 
which soon compelled it to conform to the world. Its 
theory of outward, or social, action was formulated 
by the pressure of necessity, and was in direct contra- 
diction of its interior premise (the unrestricted right 
of private judgment ). The State was called upon tO 
put down the newer and more absurd forms of heresy 
as well as to despoil Catholicism; and in America 
alone has Protestantism been free from servility to 
the State.. Had Luther not put his church under the 

rotection of the German princes, promising them the 
ands of the Catholic Church in return for their 
adoption of Protestantism, the “Reformation” would 
néver have made headway. Hence, Luther was the 
first Protestant Modernist, as well as the first Prot- 
estant l‘undamentalist: Modernist in social action, 
and Fundamentalist in private opinion. The ques- 
tion is simply this: Shall the world control the 
Church, or the Church control the Church? 

The Fundamentalists, perceiving how far Prot- 
estantism has conformed its creed to its program of 
social action, are calling a halt. They are prepared t

Liberal admires the wonderful unity and efficiency of 
the Church, and the self-effacement of which Her 
children are capable for Her greater glory. In other 
words, both Protestant parties see something fo ad- 
mire, and something to condemn. What the Funda- 
mentalists admire the Liberals condemn in Rome, and 
vice versa. This is sufficient proof that the Catholic 
Church is, as claimed, Catholic or UNIVERSAL, and 
that She does not present, as Protestantism does so 
often, a one-sided view of Faith and Morals. 

Such congiderations as these should lead some 
souls to weigh, with justice, the claims of the Catholic 
Church. It is as though the Fundamentalist regarded 
Man as wholly soul, and the Modernist as wholly body. 
A reconciliation, between Protestant Fundamentalism 
and Modernism, on the ground of the Catholic 
Church, is just as possible as the reconciliation of 
Man’s soul and body in the unity of one person. In 
other words, the Protestant Liberal should accept 
Catholic orthodoxy, while the Protestant Fundamen- 
talist should accept Catholic unity. ; 

The different systems of Protestant theology 
have been built upon one-sided interpretations of 
Scripture. It should be emphasized that the system 
of Christian Truth is Universal. It takes a complete 
survey of the field. ‘Subjectivism running wild is a 
feature of every day life. The result is vanity, an 
over-weening estimate of self and social disorder. 
Men.need to know what others think of their work 
in order that they may see it from an objective stand- 
point. On the same principle the authority of the 
Church is necessary. Theological speculation can 
easily run wild. Objective authority is needful that 
the implications and tendencies of any doctrine may 
be tested. Catholic doctrine is perfectly balanced, as 
a result of the place of honor assigned to the Church’s 
authority. As an example take the dogma of the 
Trinity. How perfectly it mediates between tenden- 
cies to make God either wholly transcendent or im- 
manent. The truth is that God is’ both transcendent 
and immanent; but theology outside the Church vaci- 
lates constantly between transcendence and im- 
manency. 

Now minds, who approach the Holy Scripture, 
without due respect to the objective results of Chris- 
tian theology, as expressed in the ancient creeds, are 
easily led astray. Paul’s epistle to the Romans can be 
interpreted to mean a rejection of the value of all 
good works, even those*performed by the regenerated 
Christian who has passed from death unto life. The 
epistle of James, on the other hand, can be so inter- 
rag that faith is altogether discounted: But St. 

‘aul. (Romans 4:3) and St. James (2:23) both pre- 
scind from the same Scripture (Genesis 15:6) in their 
respective arguments for Faith and’ Works: “Abram 
believed God, and it was reputed to him unto justice.” 
Paul, in taking up the position that God’s righteous- 
ness becomes more manifest against the background 
of man’s injustice, seemingly laid himself open to the 
charge that he taught “Let us do evil, that good may 
come’ (Romans 8:5-8). When Our Lord said “My 
Father is greater than I,” He seems, to those who 
wish to find Subordinationism in the gospels, to teach 
that He is not equal with the Father.
